One of the most memorable acences in the 


v historyof onr national leglalaUon was witness- 


led in tho House on TnesiUy last, when Bobert 
'C. Elliot, a colored member, BOW representing 
what was formerly th«-£istrlct of Preston S. 
Brooks, of i South Carolina, delivered a ma 
terly speech in defence|of the rights of his 
race, in reply to the ex-yiee President of the 
Southern Confederacy and Ihe swaggering 
Harris of Virginia. Mr. Elliott had never 
addressed the House at any length, and the 
power of Ais eloquence [ held the breathless 
and surprised attention of members for more 
than an hoar. His spWch was by far the 
ablest ever 'delivered in Congress by a colored 
man, and Us display of scholarship and legal 
ability extorted the pralise even of leading 
Democrats.' It is conceded by all reports 
tbat he furnished tho most complete answer 
jet attempted to the constitutional arguments 
of the opposition; and It] was a wonderful re- 
venge upon the' intolerant spirit of the old 
plantation masters, when one of the "despised 
race," met them squarely in intellectual com- 
bat and with a dignity [ that added to his 
power, brushed aside their sophistries and 
forced them to the wall! His review of the 
hearings of the Supreme Court decision in 
the Now Orleans slaugater-house case, upon 
which his "opponents had 'greatly relied, was 


- thorough and conclusive; maintaining that 


the issue in that case W38 whelher the Four- 
teenth Amendment was violated by con- 
ferring exclusive privilege upon individuals, 
and uot whether the question of color or race 
was subject to the police powers of tbe States. 
Tbe members gathered (in groups around his 
desk, and his eloquent recital of the wrongs 
of his race and scathing arraignment of tho 
intolerance of men lately engaged in rebellion 
elicited applause whickj the Speaker could 
not repress. Mr. EUJotj js apparently of- ua 
mixed African blood; bel was borti m Boston 
aucl completed his education at Eton College 
in England, at the expense of a Boston lady 
who has reason to be proud of her protege 
When he closed, congratulations were abow- 
ered upon him. Qcn. Shermau and S. S. Cos 
joiniDg in tho commendation, and his oppon- 
ens attempted no reply. We copy the tele 
graphic reporUof the concluding portion of 
bis speech:
